Vancouver, Aug. 0.— The steamer Far- 
allou arrived in Vancouver to-day. On 
Thursday night she left Skagwuy and 
at that time Captain Roberts says Skng 
way was threatened with destruction 
by lire. Fifteen or twenty houses were 
in flumes as the steamer cast off her 
rope. The last report he received was 
that tne inadequate fire brigade were 
attempting to keep the flames from the 
dynamite sheds where the railway coin 
puny have their dynamite stored. This 
seemed to liim impossible us the lire was 
rapidly spreading. The people were 
panic stricken as the forests were all 
ablaze surrounding the town. It was 
an awe inspiring sight and looked from 
the water as if nothing could save the 
town from destruction. The houses 
caught from tlx; bush tires surrounding 
Skngway and as a high wind prevailed 
it drove the llames to the centre of the 
town. Passengers expressed the opin 
ion that Skngway has been swept out 
of existence but the purser stated that he 
believed the fire could be got under con- 
trol us it started near the water front 
u ml the demolishing of several houses 
between them and the centre of the 
town would prevent the flames from 
spreading. 

Tlie Ftirnllon brings the largest am- 
ount yet received here from the North. 
Purser Coughlan had $100,000 in the 
safe. II. Abbott of Sacramento had two 
men carrying a sack of dust weighing 
200 pounds that could not be got into 
the safe. The purser states that count- 
ing drafts and dust there is a million and 
a half in wealth represented.

Furious hush fires have been raging 
about: Vancouver for three or four days 
threatening the suburbs of the city. The 
firemen have been working double shifts 
and are much exhausted with their la- 
bors. On Sunday last one brigade was 
working constantly from 10:.'!() to .'l:;{ri 
without intermission to save several 
houses near the bush on Alberni street. 
For the last two or three days the set- 
tlement of North Vancouver was in dan- 
ger of being wiped out by lire.

COMMISSION E R O^I LV I E. 

He Re-Enters Yukon Without Any Set 
Plans and Will Adopt the Rules 
to Circumstances. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 9. — (Special.) — Win. 
Ogilvie, tlie new commissioner for the 
Yukon, is here to-day bound for Van- 
couver, lie said he expected to be able 
to make Dawson in about n month from 
Montreal. Asked as to his programme 
Mr. Ogilvie said ho had no set plans, 
but as to headquarters and regulations 
and other matters lie would be governon" 
by circumstances when he arrived. Last 
year he estimated between $10,000,000 
and .$20,000,000 worth of gold would be 
got out, but it is reported that there may 
be less than anticipated owing to lack 
of food and other reasons. For next 
year he estimates the yield will be at 
least twice as large as tliis year. Mr. 
Ogilvie leaves for the West to-morrow 
evening. 

The commissioner's party consists of 
Dr. Deeow, of Montreal, medical super- 
intendent; Wm. Lithgow, Halifax, ac- 
countant; Thus. Reilly and B. F. Craig, 
engineers; A. I). Cameron, clerk; C. S. 
Finnic, clerk; John F. E, Brown, To- 
ronto, secretary to the commissioner, 
and Mr. Paul Ogilvie. son of the com- 
missioner, who will accompany the party 
only as far as Skagway. Dr. Deeow is 
a brother of Mr. Wm. Deeow of the O. 
P.li. telegraphs, late of this city, but 
now in Vancouver. He visited Win- 
nipeg and Manitoba when the C.P.R. 
was being constructed. He calls atten- 
tion to the fact tha[ Klondike is not 
any more distant, nor is the climate any 
more terrible than Manitoba and its cli- 
mate wore in 1880. Until that country 
is opened up. he, considers, it will he im- 
possible to say what kind of place it 
will prove b. live in. Dr. Deeow goes 
out: to supervise medical work in the 
police and military forces and also to 
take such measures as may be necessary 
for the health of the community. He 
fancies that the headquarters of the gov- 
ernment will be at Fort Selkirk and not 
at Dawson, this being a better location 
for a town and more central for a gov- 
ernment post.

for the action of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. It does not appear that Mr. Tur- 
ner declined to resign or that he de- 
clined to call the house together at once. 
He was considering his position and 
should have hud tlie most ample time- 
for that consideration. It appears that 
Mr. Beaven does not represent the op- 
position, as we assumed he did when the 
'Lieutenant-Governor took the step of 
asking him to form a government. The 
opposition leaders include Mr. Cotton, 
Mr. Senilin and Mr. Jos. Martin, and all 
of these gentlemen repudiate Mr. Beaven 
and denounce the action of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. Under these circum- 
stances' the Lieutenant-Governor seem» 
to have acted in the most arbitrary man- 
ner, and will probably have to hear the. 
brunt of his conduct in the absence ol* 
any responsible adviser such as Mr. 
Beaven would have been, had he fulfill- 
ed the conditions mentioned by the Free 
Press yesterday. The fact that Mr. 
Beaven is a defeated candidate would 
not have affected the situation material- 
ly if he was acting in concert with one 
of the parties in the house and himself 
capable of furnishing a government that 
would take responsibility for the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor's action. He was more- 
likely imbued with the idea that Miv 
Beaven, possibly aided by Mr. W. W-. 
B. Mclnnes, M.P. for Vancouver, eoukll 
form a ministry Independently of the- 
elected leaders of the opposition, and 
that if a dissolution was granted and a; 
new general election took place, a sort 
of personal government could be set up, 
in British Columbia. From every point, 
of view the conduct of the Lieutenant- 
Governor seems to be most extraOrdinT- 
ary.

abide by its decision. In the meantime- 
it would, of course, have entered on no 
undertakings of Importance; have made 
no new appointments or authorised any 
expenditures beyond those requisite for 
the ordinary administration of provincial! 
affairs.

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Spain's Answer to Peace Condi- 
tions Discussed in Cabinet But 
Not Made Public. 



Speculation as to Nature of Vari- 
ation of President's Demands 
Now Asked For. 



Washington, Auk. 0.— More than 
twenty-four hours ufter it had begun to 
reach Washington, the Spanish note in 
answer to the President's peace condi- 
tions -was presented at the White House 
by .the French ambassador. The na- 
ture of the answer can only be conjec- 
tured at this stage, the secretary of 
state at the conclusion of the conference 
making the formal statement that noth- 
ing whatever could be said on the sub- 
ject. 

The conference lasted one hour and 
twenty-live minutes. This prolonged 
discussion was believed to indicate that 
the Spanish answer was not satisfactory 
in all respects though in what it falls 
short of meeting the President's expec- 
tations it is impossible to say. It was 
felt by the observers that had the ans- 
wer been a complete acceptance of the 
American terms, the answer would have 
been made public. 



ON BEHALF OF SPAIN. 

The Paris Temps Hopes That President 
MoKinley's Heart Will be Touch- 
ed to Some Effect. 

Faris, Aug. S.— The Temps says: "It 
is to be hoped the noble resignation of 
Spain will touch the heart of President 
MeKinley and that he will consider it 
honorable to show that the United States 
is strong, great and magnanimous enough 
to spare the vanquished enemy, not to 
abuse its victory and to desire by the 
generosity of its acts to make the treaty 
with the people they have learned to re- 
spect on the battlefield a compact of 
friendship. It is certain Spain will be 
rewarded for her wisdom. Freed from 
.the Cuban incubus she will regain en- 
ergy and vitality and march in joyful 
steps towards a calm and prosperous fu- 
ture." 



SPAIN'S PROPOSITION. 

Au Armistice To Be Granted for Im- 
mediate Evacuation — Plot Against 
Sagasta's Life. 

Bayonue, France, Aug. 9.— Despatches 
received here from Madrid dated the 
8th announce that the form of the Span- 
ish acceptance of the American peace 
conditions involves the proclamation of 
the armistice. This first must be agreed 
to 'by the United ^States and if the Unit- 
ed States agrees to an armistice conditi- 
onal upon the immediate evacuation of 
Cuba and Porto Pico the Cortes will be 
convoked within fifteen days. Continu- 
ing, the Madrid despatch says the most 
rigorous military censorship is exercised. 
To-day the newspapers are not allowed 
to refere to the plot against Sagasta's 
life, nor to the appearance of the revo- 
lutionary bands in the Castellan prov- 
ince. Concerning the plot it is said the 
conspirators have drawn lots to see 
which of them shall carry out its purpose 
and that the task has fallen upon a man 
named Distal, who has suffered im- 
prisonment in the fortress of Mont .Inch 
for participating in one of the Barcelona 
anarchist raids and whose sentence was 
recently commuted to expulsion from 
Castellan. The band consists of twenty 
men. According to some accounts they 
the Republicans and to others they are 
Carlists. 



MR. HOOLDY'S BRIBERS. 

Effort to Bring the Persons Mentioned 
Before Court for Contempt. 

London, August 0.— Counsel for the 
official receiver for the estate of Ernest 
Terah Hooley, the company promoter, 
applied to Justice Wright in the bank- 
ruptcy court to-day for an order calling 
for the examination of the bankrupt and 
Earl De la War and Messrs. Brownlcy, 
Rucker and Bradshaw by the .Justice. 
All persons mentioned are concerned in 
the efforts to bribe Mr. Hooley to change 
his testimony in the matter of the large 
sums of money which he is said to hav<e 
paid to titled people during the course of 
his company promoting. Justice Wright 
said a serious contempt of court wa 
charged and it must be promptly dealt 
with. But he did not see how he could 
compel the gentlemen to criminate them- 
selves. The Justice, however, ordered 
that affidavits in the case he presented 
to him to-morrow. Incidentally it de 
veloped to-day that Mr. Hooley is ill 
and that he may be unable to continue

German Federal Council on the "Great 
Heroic First Chancellor." 

Berlin, Aug. 9.— The federal council 
lias sent Prince Bismarck an address of 
condolence. It refers to the deceased 
as "the Great heroic first chancellor of 
the united Fatherland" and continues: 
"The two decades during which he 
worked at our head have become im- 
perishable landmarks of Germany's 
greatness and welfare, and his spirit was 
so powerful that it will continue to 
make itself felt for centuries to come. 
His name will always be honored as 
the supreme essence of true patriotism 
and nation-leading statecraft. To him 
is assured the everlasting gratitude, of 
the federal council and of the whnle 
German nation."

Nothing: to Do Are Likely to 
Go Hungry. 
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There is a blue prospect ahead for the 
laboring classes who intend spending 
next winter in Dawson. The claim own- 
ers have come to a general understand 
lag that a change must be made in the 
administration of the country and until 
such is brought about and the ten per 
cent, royalty on gold has been reduced 
many of the mines will be closed down. 
On the steamer Farallon, which arrived 
at Vancouver from the North yesterday 
were a number of these men while in 
Dawson prior to the departure of the 
Willie Irving there were many more. 
Mr. Joshua Holland, who arrived home 
last evening, having taken the Charm- 
er down from Vancouver, was on this 
boat, and he is one of those who thinks 
that the situation in Dawson is grave. 
There will he no scarcity of food, but the 
number of idle men will be greatly in- 
creased because of a suspension of work 
on the claims, and consequently priva- 
tions will be the more felt. Mr. Hol- 
land left Dawson at midnight on the 
2(ith of last month. On that day a great 
celebration was held in Dawson by the 
American citizens in honor of the United 
States' victories over Spain. A proces- 
sion three-quarters of a mile long was 
formed on one of the main streets, and 
speeches full of patriotism and "sound" 
were given, the programme for the oc- 
casion including a number of songs by 
the Oatley Sisters, variety girls in Daw- 
son. 

There were four steamers tied up at 
Dawson when the Willie Irving left, Mr. 
Holland says, yet none of the heavy 
freighting steamers had got up the Yu- 
kon. Coining up the lakes on the Wil- 
lie Irving 35 or 40 prospectors were 
met on their way to Salvine creek where 
prospects running from 7"» to SO cents 
to the pan had been struck. This was 
on .Inly 29, and on the following day 
a party was passed on its way to Morris 
and Williams creek. Considerable pros- 
pecting had been done here, but nothing 
to warrant the taking up of any claims. 
On the same day Major Wilson was seen 
just below the Five Fingers, making his 
way down to Dawson with two large 
barges loaded deep. The Willie Irving 
arrived at. the White Horse on the 2nd 
hist., and her passengers wero eye- 
witnesses to the Joseph Clossett's ac- 
cident. The vessel struck twice, Mr. 
Holland states, on entering both can- 
yons, and was beached to discharge 
freight and passengers. At the White 
Dorse the Willie Irving connected with 
the Nora and the latter as soon as she 
could land the passengers immediately 
turned around and took a load of pros- 
pectors up to Atlin crook, off Taku 
Arm. Major Steele bad just arrived at 
Bennett and reported that 40 claims bad 
been staked off and that from !?5 to .<(') 
was lieing found by one party. This 
caused a rush to the locality and news 
from the place will be awaited in the 
northern cities with intense interest. 

Mr. Holland met Inspector J. D. Mc- 
Gregor on his way out at Skagway, and 
says that ho will bo down on the Cot- 
tage City now about due to arrive. In 
speaking of the prices of things in Daw- 
son Mr. Holland gives some interesting 
figures. Meals sell for $1.50 to $2; fresh 
meat at ."51. 50 per pound; lemons at W 
per dozen; common house brooms, of 
which there was a scarcity, at $8 to 
$10 each; St. Charles cream is 75 cents 
a tin. cordwood from $8 to $10; rough 
lumber $200 per thousand, and dressed 
lumber at $250 per thousand. All the 
mills wore running full blast and build- 
ings wore going up fast. This was not 
to be wondered at when it: is stated that 
any kind of a cabin brings $75 per 
month. 

The good news has been brought 
down by Mr. Holland that the Flora ran 
through the White Horse rapids in per- 
fect safety and without a scratch un- 
der the charge of Captains Martiuoau 
and Wand, the day before the Joseph 
Clossett was wrecked. As the Ora re- 
turned on her last trip they passed the 
Flora half way down to Dawson. This 
is exceedingly good news as now Vic- 
toria's great steamboat route to Daw- 
son has all of its boats running on sche- 
dule time, giving a service to Dawson 
every four days. Mr. Holland says he 
can now go through to Dawson and re- 
turn by this line in twenty-three days. 

Miss Shaw, of the London Times, 
who went through to Dawson lately, is 
returning on the next trip of the Flora, 
and Major Walsh is also coming out 
the same boat.

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adversely criticised. As we have said, 
there may, however, he matters which 
have not transpired to the public and 
which have caused the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor to take the course that he did yes- 
terday. 

The news yesterday that the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor had sent for Mr. Robot ! 
Beaven, of Victoria, to form a new gov- 
ernment, and that Mr. Beaven had ac- 
cepted the task, certainly was a surprise 
to the public. It was not expected that 
any dctinite action would be taken in 
regard to the situation created by the 
general elections until the result of the 
elections in Cassiar was definitely known. 

Our despatches from Victoria state 
that the Lieutenant-Governor sent for 
Mr. Beaven because the "opposition did 
not appear to be united on tiny leader." 
If this be the real cause of His Honor's 
action, we think he should at least have 
taken some steps to assure himself on 
that point by inquiring of some one or 
more of the gentlemen who are known 
to be in touch with the opposition party. 
There are many precedents for such a 
course, both in Imperial, Dominion and 
Provincial history. It has been nothing 
unusual for the Sovereign, or those who 
represent the crown in some of the de- 
pendencies, in a crisis like that now 
existing in this province, to seek infor- 
mation from some trusty and eminent 
citizen as to who should be called on to 
form a government. We had instances 
of advice being sought in this manner 
by both Lord Stanley and Lord Aberdeen 
while on more than one occasion it is 
a matter of common repute that the 
Queen has sought the advice of a pru- 
dent and judicious friend in such a sit- 
uation. However, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor did not. see tit to take such a 
course and wo do not pretend to say that 
he has exceeded in any way his prero- 
gative in bis action of yesterday. It is 
simply a question of expediency and 
political sugncity as to which course 
was most likely to serve the interests 
of the state and best meet the con- 
venience of the people. 

Mr. Beaven appears to have had no 
hesitation in undertaking the task of 
forming a government and it will re- 
main to be scon what measure of suc- 
cess he will have. We tiro not, however, 
inclined to think that ho will be suc- 
cessful. Ho has twice been rejected by 
the electors of his own city. In the 
recent election he repudiated any con- 
nection with the opposition, while he 
also attacked the government. This 
might not be of moment had he evolved 
any policy distinct from that of the 
opposition. This, however, he failed to do 
and put nothing before the electors 
which induced them to elect him to the 
legislature, much less to cause them to 
think that he was the man to whose 
hands the control of provincial affairs 
should lie entrusted. We say this not 
in the spirit of any harsh criticism of 
Mr. Beaven but as a mere narration of 
facts which are patent to every person 
who took anj- interest in the provincial 
elections. 

There is one other statement in our 
despatch from Victoria to which wo 
must refer. That is that "it is under- 
stood that Mr. Beaven will ask for and 
be granted an immediate dissolution." 
Such action would, we are sure, moot 
with general condemnation. There is no 
reason for a course which would put the 
people to groat inconvenience; be a serij 
ous disturbance to business and entail 
large expense on the province. The peo- 
ple have just spoken and have given a 
decision on many matters of general im- 
portance in a manner which no sensible 
or impartial person can fail to under- 
stand. It is admitted that the present 
electoral representation is not fair and 
equitable and that the next appeal to the 
people should not take place until a 
Redistribution bill has been passed. Yet 
if the suggestion referred to wero ad- 
opted, the country would be put to the 
trouble and expense of a general elec- 
tion and then have another one nt a 
short interval thereafter. 

It will not take long for Mr. Beaven 
to ascertain if he can form a govern- 
ment. If be can then he should secure 
a seat for himself— a mutter of no diffi- 
culty if he can command that popular 
support which the successful formation 
of a new government would indicate. 
Then let him call the legislature to- 
gether and ascertain what his strength 
in the house. If he should find him- 
self at the head of a working majority 
he will be able to carry on the business 
of the country. If ho is either defeated 
on n vote of want of confidence or has 
not a working majority, ho can then ask 
the Lieutenant-Governor to dissolve the 
house and I lis Honor can either accede 
to the request or call on some one else 
to form a ministry. This is the proper 
ami reasonable course to pursue. It 
will not imiKise on the people the tur- 
moil and inconvenience of another gen 
oral election immediately without any 
justification in the present situation. We 
are confident that our view of the mat 
tor will lie that held by a large major- 
itv of the voters in the province and 
wo have little doubt, that an opposite 
course will not result in Mr. Beaven se- 
curing any considerable amount of sup 
port. As matters actually stand, there 
is no question that the opposition will 
have a majority in the legislature nnd 
any action which may seem to be likely 
to thwart the decision given at the polls 
last month, will only lend to disaster to 
those who may attempt it.

THE WORLD'S VIEW. 

Surprised at Dismissal of the Ministry- 
Best Men on Both Sides Should 
Come Forward. 

(From the Vancouver World.1 
That a grave political crisis has been 
reached in the history of this province, 
HO one with the slightest knowledge of 
transpiring events will gainsay. Th 
news published in our second edition, on 
Monday afternoon, that His Honor 
Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes had sent 
for Hon. Robert Beaven, and entrusted 
to that gentleman (he task of forming 
a new administration, came as a genu- 
ine surprise 1o everybody. It seems 
premature to discuss the action of His 
Honor in this matter, and not until all 
the correspondence nnd facts connected 
therewith are made known, would it bo 
judicious to do so. We observe that an 
attempt 1ms been made to quote prece- 
dents, but there is no parallel to existing 
conditions in the history of Canada, nor 
for that matter iu the history of any 
other country where responsible govern- 
ment obtains. Whoever heard of any 
ministry being dismissed before the re- 
sult of an existing general election was 
definitely known? And more especially 
so, 111 view of the fact that according 
to all available information Up to the 
time of writing, Mr. Turner and his 
colleagues had not sent, in their resigna- 
tions, oven if they had been pressed to 
do ko by Her Majesty's representative, 
Wc have boon informed that the letter to 



which His Honor refers iu an interview 
with a Colo.i.st reporter, published else- 
where, am not mien Air. burner's bunds 
till about noon, uuu Unit, he at once 
called a meeting of the cabinet to con- 
sider its terms and that a reply thereto 
was being prepared wuen the Premier 
Wttu apprised of the fact that His Honor 
had called in Hon. .Mr. Heaven to be 
bis chier adviser. Our correspondent, 
in Victoria, in sending the despatch 
which was published yesterday, was 
slightly astray in stating that Mr. Tur- 
ner hud resigned, and had placed the 
resignation of himself and his colleagues 
in the hands of the Lieutenant-Governor. 
This, it now appears from the expres- 
sions made use by the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor and Hon. Mr. Turner, did not 
take place. What the nature of Ml. 
Turner s letter iu reply to that sent him 
by the Lieutenant-Governor will be, can- 
not be ascertained until the papers are 
called for in the house. The practice 
usually followed is for the outgoing 
Prime Minister to recommend his suc- 
cessor. This, it appears, was not done 
in this instance, His Honor claiming 
that neither the government or the op- 
position were in a position to carry on 
the affairs of the country, and therefore 
he chose an independent party. The 
fact that Mr. Beaven does not occupy a 
seat iu the house does not count for any- 
thing, as there are precedents for such 
a course us His Honor adopted iu this 
instance, namely that referred to yes- 
terday by us, Hon. Oliver Mowat, in 
1871, being chosen by the late Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Crawford as successor to 
the Hon. Edward Blake, in the Reform 
administration of Ontario, the Anti-Dual 
Representation act, passed by Sir John 
Mnedonahl, compelling Hon. Mr. Blake 
and Hon. Alexander Mackenzie to resign 
their positions us Premier and Finance 
Minister of the province of Ontario. 
Were the contention of some sustained, 
that the Lieutenant-Governor has a per- 
fect: right to dismiss his constitutional 
advisers at his good pleasure, what, we 
would like to know, would become of res- 
ponsible government'.' The people, where 
such a principle prevails, are supposed to 
bo supreme, and their wishes should 
certainly be considered and carried out 
us far as it is possible to do so. Had 
His Honor Sir Oliver Mowat exercised 
what many claim to have been bis pre- 
rogative, he would have dismissed a few 
du.\s after the lute general election in 
Ontario, the Hardy administration which 
even now claims only a majority of 
three to five hi a house of 02 members. 
However, the subject is a very grave 
one, and we are persuaded that Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Mclnnes has considered 
the situation from every standpoint ore 
he took the exceedingly unusual, nay un- 
precedented stop which he did, when he 
so summarily dismissed his ministers 
when the result of the general election is 
not yet definitely known. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, as we stated yes- 
terday, is not by any means a verdant 
politician; he has been before this coun- 
try in many capacities during the last 
quarter of a century, and however the 
people may have differed from him in 
many of his methods, there is yet to be 
found anyone who can raise the slightest 
suspicion of wrongdoing or dishonesty 
iu connection with the many important 
positions he filled and the manner in 
which ho discharged the duties thereof. 
That he has assumed a grave responsi- 
bility none will question, and if ho suc- 
ceeds in forming an acceptable adminis- 
tration he certainly will deserve the 
thanks of the whole community. We 
believe the existing exigencies demand 
that patriotism and personal aggrandise- 
ment should ho set aside, and that coun- 
try before party, as was the case be- 
tween the late Hon. George Brown, Sir 
John A. Macdonald, nnd Sir A. T. Gait, 
in .1804, when a deadlock occurred in 
Quebec between the Reform and the 
Conservative parties, should guide our 
public men in the crisis which now ex- 
ists. There may be wide chasms between 
some of our public men, but there we 
hope will be bridged, and that many will 
join hands in the endeavor to do the 
best that in them lies to continue the 
era of prosperity which now prevails 
from one end of the province to the 
other. We hope, and sincerely trust, 
that this will he done. 



SUGAR FOR FIGHTING MEN. 

German Medical Olllcer's Experiments 
With This Article of Diet. 

London, Aug. 0. — The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says: 'As a 
result of experiments at the last imper- 
ial manoeuvres Dr. Lietnstorfer, physi- 
cian to the general staff, recommends 
that in future sugar be regarded as a 
regular article of syldiers' food especial- 
ly when on the march. The experiments 
prove that, the men subjected to a sugar 
diet increased in weight and suffered less 
from hunger, thirst, exhaustion and sun- 
stroke on long marches than the men 
who wore put on ordinary diet.

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Description of Terrible Conditions 
Uufler Which Spaniards Make 
Their Hopeless Stand. 



Rapacity of Treacherous Insurgent 
Lender Held in Check by 
the Americans. 



(Correspondence of ihe Colonist.') 
Harbor of Man iiu. Island of Luzon, 
- July 2, via Hongkong and per O. & O. S. 
. S. Doric— Heavy and almost uninter- 
rupted lighting has been ,"i>inp on since 
I mailed my last letter on the loth ult. 
The insurgents are daily gaining ground, 
although in some instances the Span- 
iards are obstinately defending every 
inch. All my endeavors, backed by 
strong German influence, to obtain per- 
mission to go to the front have met with 
a polite but most decided refusal, and I 
understand that the American corres- 
pondents at Cavite have been equally un- 
successful' with AguinaldO. The .Span- 
iards, however, do not object to my vis- 
. iting the scene of battle when exhaustion 
causes a temporary cessation of hostili- 
ties. Thus i have been permitted to 
JooU around the old Polverin or powder 
magazine, where for several days in 
. succession the fighting has been very 
severe. The road from Cavite winds 
round and leads to* Manila by way of 
Mutate. Here, near the I'olverin, a 
force of about 2,000 Spaniards resisted 
the furious and persistent onslaught of 
the insurgents. The position is strong 
since one side of the road is protected 
by an impassable swamp, which ac- 
counts for the long resistance since the 
insurgents must attack by the road. At 
..Santa Ana, to the east, the Spaniards 
have held their own so far, although the 
insurgents seemed to court death, Hing- 
ing themselves upon the stockades and 
trenches defending the position. At 
Santa Mesa, a little further to the north- 
east, the lighting has also been very 
severe and protracted. It seems to be 
Aguinaldo'8 purpose to wear out the 
Spaniards, and if so, he is succeeding 
beyond the most sanguine expectations. 
If there is going to be any lighting for 
the American troops, the first detach- 
ment of whom arrived in very gratify- 
ing condition on the 30th ult., it will be 
with the insurgents for truly the Span- 
iards will be glad enough to lay down; 
their anus. 

Enemies though they are, the condi- 
tion of the soldiers is really pitiable. A 
.friend of mine, correspondent of an Eng- 
lish paper, told me of two instances of 
horrible suffering which came under his 
personal observation. A picket in com- 
mand of a captain was ordered to occupy 
a new position after Zapota hail fallen. 
Dodging by the enemy's outposts, fording 
rivers and splashing through swamps, he 
reached his destination after forty-eight 
iiours' wandering. All this time he and 
ids men had been without food; he had 
occupied the position for live hours, and 
it seemed as if the authorities at Manila 
had forgotten his existence, for there 
was no sign of any supplies. My friend 
.assisted the officer, hut was unable to 
help the men. The next outpost, in 
-charge of a naval officer was in the 
.same condition: for forty-eight hours the 
men had tasted no food. How these 
Spaniards sustain all this is a marvel. 
Drenched to the skin by rain, the hot 
tropical sun makes the steam rise from 
their garments. Every church, and 
their number is not Insignificant, is a 
hospital and is crowded with sufferers 
who pay dearly for the incapacity and 
greed of their rulers. Is it a wonder 
-that every witness of all this suffering 
hopes thai Spanish rule in Manila may 
he ended lor ever'.' 

Manila is surrounded. Three forces of 
the insurgents hold the city in control. 
The supplies from Ihe north are cut off 
since the rebels have stopped the rail- 
way connection; the communication with 
Lagtinn de Kay on the east is fnterrupt- 
■ed by the second force, and on the south 
the insurgents stand between Pa say ami 
Malte. Virtually Manila is in posses- 
sion of the Americans, small as is their 
present, force, unless Aguinaldo breaks 
through all restraint and provokes a 
-conflict by closing in on the city. 

He has been very successful, 
twenty-eight years' old leader, for 
all his dandy airs and theatrical actions, 
ihe is a leader of men in limes like these 
How he would be at the head of a gov- 
ernment in times of peace is another 
question, His word is now supreme law 
in the provinces of Cavite, Balucnn and 
Batann, and without much effort he can 
lake those of Bntangns and Pnmpauga, 
'Thus the magnificent bay will be in 
possession of the insurgents with the 
exception of Manila province, and oi 
that only the city bows to the Sangre y 
Oro, the "blood and gold" as the Span- 
iards love to describe their flair. 

How are the might fallen! These in- 
surgent's but a brief two months ago the 
neum of the earth in the sight of the 
proud dons, are now their masters. There 
is retributions in this! Senor Don Lep- 
poldo Garea Penn, brigadier-general in 
the regular army and governor of the 



province of Cavite, with a long record of 
services, his breast covered with decor- 
ations, a member of one of Spain's proud- 
est families, is a prisoner of the despised 
rebels. Another prisoner of note is the 
governor of BfftaitnJ SeTIoT Don Antonio 
Cordoba, now suffering from self-inflict- 
ed wounds when he preferred death to 
punishment expected from those whom 
he had cruelly persecuted. A heavy 
ransom has been offered for him by his 
family. 

Prior to the evacuation of Cavite to 
make room tor the expected American 
forces, the prisoners of war were stored 
here. In two weeks' lighting the insur- 
gents captured about L',000 Spanish sol- 
diers and officers, including over OOU 
regulars, while the rebels lost but 20 
killed and not over 50 prisoners. Aguin- 
aldo's official report gives 11 officers of 
and above the rank of lieutenant-colonel, 
including two brigadier-generals men- 
tioned befcre; 70 officers below the rank 
of lieutenant-colonel, and (i.'!2 regulars 
belonging to the crack 73rd anil 7-ith 
regiments, and of whom so much was 
expected. Five prominent priests who 
have made themselves, especially obnox- 
ious anil who are most cordially hated, 
are also Aguinaldo's unwilling guests. 
What with the revengeful hatred with 
which the natives look at them, and their 
ignorant and ridiculous terror of the 
Americans, the poor fellows are between 
the devil and the deep sea. A liberal 
estimate of the armed forces of the in- 
surgents is about 0,500 men, and with 
these Aguinaldo, according to his latest 
official report, had captured 4)000 Span- 
ish soldiers and about 1,000 uativ 
der Spanish officers, It seems incredible, 
but even Spanish officers admitted to 
me that the governor of Bntangns, a gen 
eral in the regular army, submitted ivith 
out striking a blow. On this occasion fiOO 
Spanish regulars surrendered to 210 in 
surgeuts!

I 
have talked with Britishers, Germans, 
Frenchmen. Japanese ami Swiss, ami with- 
out exception they speak In I lie highest 
terms of him and his mumigemeiit of the 
blockade. The cordial lelatloas between 
tile Britishers and the Americana is most 
marked, although nothing is being done In 
violation of neutrality. Every British cap- 
tain in tlie port swears by the Admiral 
and friendly calls are exchanged every day 
by the officers. If the British and Am- 
erican naval vessels were near together, 
Instead of seven miles apart, the same 
K (fellowship would exist among their of- 
ficers. The Germans are now coming 
urund under the Influence of the admiral's 
tact anil firmness, and giving less cause 
for observations on their intentions and 
methods, while the French and Japanese 
are very quiet." 

Much credit is given to the Insurgents for 
their manner of treating Spanish prisoners. 
Without wishing to detract from their 
merits, it is well to remember thai Aguin- 
aldo owes very much of his siiceess to 
Admiral Dewey, and the presence of the 
American fleet. The Spaniards In prison 
or hospital acknowledge opealy that they 
feel safe, but only so long as the American 
ships are in the bay. They are indignant 
at tlie lying and blood-curdling proclama- 
tions that have been issued. Agulnald 
knows that but for Admiral Dewey's sap- 
port lie would not have met his phenomenal 
success, and he knows, too. that the ad- 
miral will not allow any crueltv. The 
health of the Meet penults the surgeons to 
attend to the wounded prisoners, and to 
their praise he It said, they are une and 
all zealous in the cause of humanity. Truly, 
ihe fleet lias been a lit and noble represen- 
tative of tlie great republic, anil this is 
openly and gladly acknowledged by every 
representative of the press whom 1 have 
met. 

It deserves the more attention because 
the Insurgents an' now as gentle with 
tlie prisoners taken beyond the present 
limit of American InUueucC. Only the other 
day two priests were captured by some 
rebels and murdered after being mutilated. 
As 1 said, this was beyond the reach of 
the fleet. The wealthy Inhabitants, for- 
eigners and natives alike, will feel secure 
only when Gen. Merrltt and his many ar- 
rive. They have no confidence whatever In 
Aguinaldo or his friends, ami fully expect 
that the city will lie sacked If il should be 
captured by the rebels. There Is a prevail- 
ing desire to leave the city before that 
dreaded event can take place. Mr. Walker, 
tlie British consul, has been very active 
In alleviating distress with Admiral Dewey's 
hearty co-operation. The consul sleeps on 
hoard id' II. M. S. InimortaUte, hut Is found 

at his office during Ihe day. Tlie vl i- 

sul. Mr. ltamsdon, remains at Sangaloong, 
which is at present a point of contest be- 
tween the insurgents and the Spaniards. 
He maintains that ids quarters ar- not so 
quiet as they used to be, and 1 believe 111 ill. 

In my supposed capacity of correspondent 
tor a German paper. I am unable to look 
for any Intimacy with the leaders of the 
Insurgents, but I have met plenty of peo- 
ple who are well acquainted with Airiiinuldo 
mnl from what I hear of him, taken in 
collection with his actions, I think that I 
am able to make a fair estimate of tlie 
man. Tlie leader against Spain's abomin- 
able oppression was Dr. Jose Rlzal. who 
paid for his patriotism with Ids life. Aguhl- 
illdo sold out; and although he stipulated

At the same time the hope Is a I mnst gen- 
eral that the United Stales will retain 
control of these rich islands. Almost all 
the foreigners echo the wish. Almost. I 
said, because the Germans would prefer to 
acquire the title themselves, but even the 
Spaniards, who feel that lids onlony'Ts lost 
lo theiii, hope that Uncle Sum will remain 
noisier. The friar fraternity are pretty well 
convinced that their rule Is past, and for 
good reasons dread the day when the insur- 
gents will become masters.

The other 
power secured an extensive and valuable 
territory besides an Impregnable port, and 
Germany Is trying to sell part (100 II) of 
It Aslastle possessions to Hilly! ft Is al- 
most a menace that the Kaiser, the 11 n 
shin of Admiral Dledertche, the Ireme. the 
Geflon. the Cormornn, and the Kftlserln 
Augusta are making tholr headquarters 
here. To assert thnt they fire needed to 
protect the handful or Germans Is rather 
heavy tax upon credulity.

Admiral Dewey wus Informed that the 
Spaniards had fitted out two small gun- 
bouts with torpedoes, that they hail drop- 
lied down from above the bridge over the 
I'uslg to the mouth of the river, and wen 
going to make mince meat of the American 
fleet. The admiral did not care a contin- 
ental If any body considered him over-enu 
tions, hut ordered the search lights of all 
Ids ships to be kept in operation as long 10 
darkness lusted. The effect was strangely 
beautiful. Of course, neither the Cebu nor 
the (.merits, the two gunboats upon which 
tne patriotic duty was said to devolve, put 
in an appearance.

to possess a navy of his own. Having ap- 
pointed himself general, why should be not 
be an admiral at the same time? Dewej 
decided to encourage this laudable a ml J 
lion and presented him with a scow he had 
captured, about tlie smallest craft alioat in 
tlie hay. To tlie amusement of tlie Amerl 
can sailors, Aguinaldo sailed up and down, 
defying the Spaniards to run out and calling 
them names not very fluttering to their 
self-esteem. 

Oeueral Don Emltlo Aguinaldo y. Kami, 
dictator and (temporary) president of a 
nondescript republic, has adopted a flag. 
Know all men by thes presents that If they 
see hunting with three trlnngles respectively 
red, white and blue on what is supposed to 
be a white ground, due homage must be 
rendered on penalty of Incurring the dis- 
pleasure of Aguinaldo the great.

THE RIGHT TO DISMISS. 

So much has been said of the right 
of a Lieutenant-Governor to dismiss his 
ministers, and such a misapprehension 
seems to exist on the subject, that it may 
be well to say that this prerogative is 
vested in the Crown, or its representa- 
tive, hut it may also bo said, as has been 
remarked of the right to withhold nsse-it 
from a bill passed by parliament. Hint 
it is enjoyed on the condition that it is 
never exercised. There have been some 
cases in Canada where the power has 
been acted on, but we have always been 
of the opinion that such precedents were 
boiler honored in the breach than in the 
observance. It is manliest that this 
power must be rested somewhere, be- 
cause it is easy to imagine cases in whi.dj 
its exercise would be necessary "for the 
public welfare. Usually, however, no 
occasion arises for employing it. because 
ministers of the Crown are, as a rule, 
men who tlesire to be governed by con- 
stitutional practice and precedent, ami 
hence are ready to recognize their duty 
in any crisis. 

There is no question as to "the right of 
the Crown to choose and change its ser- 
vants," to quote words of Lord Brough- 
am, hut it must tlo so "on grounds cap- 
able of being stated anil defended." 
This is the safeguard of the people 
against arbitrary acts. In the last hun- 
dred years there have been in Great 
Britain three dismissals of a ministry by 
the sovereign, which shows that the pre- 
rogative right remains in abeyance as 
a general thing. The incoming ministry 
take the responsibility of the grounds 
upon which the dismissal has been bas- 
ed, and tlic people have the opportunity 
of pronouncing upon them when the elec- 
tions are held. As was stated in the 
Colonist yesterday, it would be prema- 
ture to discuss this aspect of the ease 
until the public have been put in posses- 
sion of the facts. If there is a general 
election the facts will naturally come 
out then. If not, they will come out 
when the by-elections are held in con- 
sequence of tin; appointment of new 
ministers. They may come out oven 
sooner. The question is of loo great im- 
portance to be treated 011 hearsay. 



THE PLEBISCITE. 

The prohibition plebiscite is at best a 
mere time-Having expedient, and the fetl- 
eral government is entitled to the du- 
bious credit of never having claimed that 
it would settle anything or was Intend- 
ed to settle anything. So far as any- 
one can see, its only purpose is to enable 
the Liberal party to redeem aa anti- 
election promise, It is n novelty in Brit- 
ish piti'llnnieutary experience and is not 
in harmony with the principles govern- 
ing such procedure. Prohibition was 
tried in Xew Brunswick in the early 
fifties; but it came before the people in 
Ihe regular way at 11 general election. 
The question of confederation was sub- 
mitted to tbi' people of the original prov- 
inces ut the [lolls nt a general election, 
except in the case of Xova Scotia, where 
Sir Charles Tupper, then premier, took 
the position that there was no consti- 
tutional necessity for an appeal to the 
people. The school question, as it bus 
arisen in the several provinces, bus al- 
ways been disposed of by a popular vote. 
This is, indeed, tbe good obi British 
way of settling all great questions, and 
we fail to see any good reason for de- 
parting from it in the ease of prohibi- 
tion, 

We are not now speaking of the merits 
of prohibition itself, or the expediency 
of passing a prohibitory law, hut simply 
of the course of the government in sub- 
mitting such 11 question to n vote. It is 
a novelty ami an inexcusable innovation 
for a ministry to ask the opinion of the 
people upon an abstract proposition, up- 
on what is nftor all a simple ncndemlc 
question. The government, is playing 
with the matter. It bus adopted this 
plan to square itself with the temper- 
ance party, for it has bound Itself to 
nothing, and may easily find an excuse, 
if it Ftn desires, to escape giving liny ef- 
fect whatever to an affirmative decision, 
This is an extraordinary course for a 
ministry to take, and like all wouhl-lie 



The council of the Hoard of Trade 
has appointed committees to gather in- 
formation bearing upon the local matters 
which will come within the purview of 
the Quebec conference. It seems rather 
strange that when a matter of such gen- 
eral Importance was under consideration 
the whole board was not called together 
and the citizens generally invited to at- 
tend. The presentation of claims of this 
1111 tine can hardly be considered to lie 
embraced -within the functions of the 
council, but even if they are, that Is 
no reason for not asking all persons in- 
terested to co-operate In arranging for n 
strong presentation of the case of the 
province. 



It is very satisfactory to know thai 
the city council has determined to see 
that the sidewalks are kept. tidy. The 
Colonist suggests to the citizens that 
they do not wait to be told by the po- 
lice to make things look ship-shape, but 
thnt they with one accord set to wtork 
and clean the town up. The change it 
would make in tbe general appearance of 
things can hardly be imagined.

It will bo seen at a glance therefore 
thai the yield of the Yukon territory 
during the twelve months which it has 
been prominently before the English in- 
vesting public is considerably more thin 
double that of the first twelve months of 
the VYltwatersrand gold fields.

OCCUPATION OK GUAM. 

Prisoners Sent to the Island Shot Be- 
cause There Was a Shortage of 
Provisions, 

From an eyewitness we hear some in- 
teresting particulars of the American oc- 
cupation of Guam, says the Shanghai 
Daily Press. Guam itself, the seat of 
government of the Mariannes, is an ex- 
tensive island some 21 miles long and 5 
to S wide, in parts mountainous, and 
throughout extremely fertile. It pos- 
sesses an admirable harbor and as it lies 
in the direct line between Hawaii and 
Luzon cannot fail, should the United 
States continue to hold the Philippines, 
to become a place of importance, as a 
coaling and refitting station. The 
Spanish government was of the most 
slender nature, the governor being sui>- 
ported when the expeditions arrived by 
only soine (10 Spanish soldiers. On the 
arrival of the fleet the governor was 
much exercised by the tiling of guns, 
which, however, he attributed to a 
friendly salute, which for want of guns 
ami ammunition he unfortunately was 
unable to return. Informed that the 
island had been taken possession of by 
the United Slates, and that he was now 
a prisoner he had some difficulty in real- 
izing the position. He could not, he 
said, go, as his. wife was ill. was ex- 
pecting her confinement the next week, 
and they would have to wait fur the 
happy event. With some difficulty he 
was persuaded that as the ships were 
under orders to proceed at full speed to 
Manila this wns not to be thought of. 

A number of llllburicil corpses met the 
eyes of his visitors. They had recently 
been killed and were being devoured by 
buzzards. The governor was very frank 
about these. Some two hundred prison- 
ers were recently sent to him from Ma- 
nila to take can' of. Provisions were 
short and he did not know what to do 
with them. What could he do under the 
circumstances? lie had ordered out a 
hundred and fifty of them, and had had 
them shot! It was useless keeping them. 
The people of the island did not iruite 
fall in with the views of their governor. 
He had a farm some couple of miles 
from the harbor which he cultivated by 
forced labor, and hail become rich over 
the products. They hailed the Ameri- 
cans as friends and deliverers and gladly 
took pari in tin' ceremony (if substituting 
the Stars and Stripes for the Spanish 
tlag. Asked if they would respect the 
new Hag during the absence of the tleet, 
they saiil there was a<> fear of that; 
they were only too glad to be rid of 
their oppiessors. Some three or four 
American residents were quickly con- 
stituted into a guard and the ileet set 
sail the next morning. 
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gnu to burn the houses belonging to Can- 
tonese in Yunghsien and to put. the Can- 
ton people to the sword to the last man. 
The magistrate, hearing of what was 
taking place went: with some biltongs 
to restore order and was killed. The 
rebels then planted the rebel standard in 
the yameu of the magistrate, whose wife 
and son were also killed. Every pos- 
sible means was used by the rebels to 
induce the people to come to their side, 
and their number was accordingly en- 
larged to over six thousand. An attack 
was made on the following day on the 
city of Lukchuen-hsien, the magistrate 

! of which dared not make any resistance 
and effected his escape. The rebels, 
thinking that they had sufficient force to 
conquer the whole province, divided 

| themselves into several parties, surround- 
ing the cities of Pokpak, Watlum, and 
Pttklau, the magistrates of which order- 
ed all the city gates to be closed and 
made a stout defence. The districts of 
Chongng. Waiebap ami Sunikai also 
made every preparation for their de- 
fence in case they should be attacked. 
All the telegraph wires were cut by the 
rebels, who also took possession of all 
the barriers. The governor of Kwnngsi 
sent: some military officers anil a large 
number of soldiers to suppress the rising. 
The rebels, who were very poorly armed, 
many of them having only long bamboos 
as weapons, fought bravely, bat they 
were forced to retire after about one 
hundred and forty of them bad been 
fatally shot. 



BRITAIN AND RUSSIA. 

Feeling in the East. That the Two Great 
Powers Will Soon Clash. 

The residents of the Far East appear 
more apprehensive of war between Great 
Britain and Russia than do the people of 
the Occident.. The feeling is general that 
a war between the two powers cannot be 
lunch longer averted. Mr. 11. E. Difen- 
derfer, who has been paying his animal 
•visit to the centres of Northern China, 
says he found this feeling prevalent 
•everywhere. The papers, too. are con- 
tinually discussing the possibility of such 
a couflict, some of the native papers 
^ning so far as te refer to the "inevit- 
able collision between Uussin and Great 
Britain in the Far East" and intimating 
that Marquis Ito's visit in China nil 
Korea is with the idea nf "arousing the 
statesmen of those countries to the grav- 
ity^ of the- situation." The North China 
Daily News says: 

"Our native correspondent at: Peking 
writes that the high officials of the Im- 
perial government, with only a couple of 
conspicuous exceptions, have had their 
eyes opened at last to the false friend- j 
ship of Uussin and that the gratitude 
of the country for the aid in getting] 
back the Eiaotung Peninsula has been 
entirely misplaced. They have also be- 
gun lo perceive the disinterested help 
of Croat Britain; but that China, while 
not thanking Japan for pricking the bub-] 
ble and exposing the hollowness of the 
country, certainly owes a meed of grati- 
tude to that country for opening the eyes 
of (he literati to the necessity of hur- 
rying up and keeping pace with modern | 
civilisation and requirement, a gratitude 
which will greatly deepen in the future 
if Japan continues to show her friend- 
ship, by helping China in giving instruc- 
tion to her people whenever desired and 
siding with Croat Britain in trying to 
preserve the integrity of China. It is 
further reported, anil our correspondent, 
believes il to be true, that il is the in- 
tention soon to dismiss from the military 
and naval services all foreign instruc- 
tors with (lie exception of British, Am- 
erucan and Japanese officers. 



WILE TOUR CHINA. 

Marquis Ito's Elan of Escaping the 
Follies of His Friends and Fol- 
lowers. 

Much importance has been attached 
to Marquis Ito's proposed tour to China. 
Intimate friends of the Marquis, how- 
ever, are aware of the fact that 'he 
journey linos not involve any political 
consideration. The Marquis, while stay- 
ing at Mr. Okura's villa a few (lays ago, 
is reported by the Shogyo to have spoken 
its follows: "Since I resigned my post 
ninl returned to my villa I have been 
annoyed by the resentful language of 
my idd acquaintances, the folly of my 
friends, ami the bitter regret of my fol- 
lowers. 1 have therefore determined to 
put my lung-cherished desire into prac- 
tice—a desire to visit scenes nild places 
of historical importance in Sanin ami 
Sanyo, and to extend the range of ob- 
servation to China and Korea. The jour- 
ney may be attended with considerable 
difficulty, owing to the hot season, but I 
would rather confront these hardships 
than be annoyed by the reproaches and 
follies with which I am now beset. - ' 



OPEN HOSTILITY. 

Germans Show Their Disapproval of 
American Occupation of .Manila. 

The Irene incident was not the only 
sign of German disapproval of the Amer- 
ican occupation of the Philippines. The 
German residents and officers in the Ori- 
ent make no secret of their hoslilitj to 
the Americans and oil every occasion 
openly assist the Spaniards. Admiral 
Dewey warned them to desist, a fact, 
tiiat was discussed by the consuls in the 
clubs. Capt. Chichester, of II. M.S. Im- 
mortalite when asked what the result 
would be if the Germans interfered with 
the Americans answered: 

"Admiral Dewey and I know." 

A stricter blockade is now being im- 
posed at Manila and the American Ileet 
is in a good position to enforce it. hav- 
ing a six months' supply of coal and 
provisions. At last account not even 
mails were allowed to land. 

The action of Aguinaldo, the rebel 
chief, in declaring a republic and himself 
president of it, was. it is believed taken 
with a view of embarrassing Admiral 
Dewey. 

'.I"he Japanese press is discussing the 
advisability of Japan purchasing the 
Lad rone islands from the United States. 

Fifty-live cases of dysentery had oc- 
curred among the American troops at 
Manila up to July 20. 

The bubonic plague is abating in 
Amoy. 



FRANCE AND SIAM. 

Relations Between the Two Countries 
Strained— Cause of the Rupture. 

A correspondent of the Straits Times 
i writes: "The greatest excitement reigns 
ill Siamese official circles in Bangkok, 
on account of the alleged conduct of M. 
I Montmittonet, a member of the French 
j legation. Under the French-Siamese 
| convention of 1S03, all Laotians in Siaiil-

RIOT IN SHANGHAI. 

French Seizure of a Joss House Causes 
a Serious Outbreak East Month. 

A serious riot occurred in the French 
settlement of Shanghai, Inst month dur- 
ing which a number of men were killed, 
It was caused through the French muni- 
cipal council resolving to efface the in- 
sauilary Ningpo Joss house. The land 
on which it stands has long been wanted 
for urgent public improvements and the 
French offered a fair price as compen- 
sation. Every facility, , and indeed en- 
couragement, was offered to the parties 
interested to remove coffins or bodies, 
which il had been Ihe disgraceful cus- 
tom to deposit ill the area named, pend- 
ing (he removal to the parish or district 
in which the departed was born: hut the 
notification was disregarded. Saturday, 
.Tune H'dh, was the last day. and the 
French municipality, resolving to tnk-e no 
half measures, SOl about the task of ob- 
literating what: has been held to be a 
pcstilenee-hreeiling institution. These 
proceedings evoked strenuous opposition 
on the part of the Ningpo men living in 
Shanghai, and landing parties from the 
French cruiser Eelaireur, the M.M. 
Oceanien, and the Italian cruiser Marco 
Polo went ashore to assist the local po- 



KWANGSI REBELLION. 

Serious Aspect in the Vicinity of Sev- 
eral Large Cantonese Towns. 

The Kwnngsi rebellion is still unsub- 
dued, said the Shanghai Mercury of July 
ITJ. The viceroy of Canton is sending 
troops to the -scene of distnrbnncc, nml 
the enlistment of 500 .braves bus hern 
ordered for the protection of Canton.

WILL NOT CIVE UP. 

Le rtol Minority Shareholders Will 1'ut Up 
a Fight and Have Encaged Counsel. 

From the Itossland Miner.) 
The developments lu the struggle that h' 
In progress tor t lit? possession of the Le 
Hoi mine between the majority and minor- 
ity shareholders yesterday were Interesting, 
tine ot the regrettable features was ihe 
discharging bv Receiver Ourlyle of 170 men. 
Tills was done because it was desired to 
stop shipments of ore to the Le Roi smelter 
at Northport. The receiver deemed this 
advisable ns shipments there would send 
the ore outside of the jurisdiction of the 
courts of the province, and would place 
the product of the mine at the mercy of 
the courts of the United .States and of the 
State of Washington. It was, therefore, 
decided not to take out any more ore until 
the differences that have arisen have been 
passed on by the courts. 

It Is evident that the minority do not 
Intend to give up the control without a 
hard struggle. \V. J. Harris, who was act- 
ing us manager of the mine, returned from 
ii visit to Hpukniie yesterday afternoon ami 
KOOll after Ids arrival engaged the legal 
services of the llrtn of Macdonald, Clute ■ 
Cronyn to conduct the minority stockboh 
era 'side of the case. Mr. Harris was him' 
shortly utter his arrival, but was retlcec 
as to what his Intentions were. 

Messrs. Maedonuld, Clute ei Cronyn wer 
equally as mute ns to what their cours 
of action would be In the premises and 
positively declined tn show their bund. 

Hon. ('. II. Macintosh was seen In tie 
afternoon und asked If there were any fur 
ther developments with reference ti, tin 
Issuance of the injunction against the Li 
Hoi company, and tin- appointment of Mr 
Carlyle us receiver. lie replied: ••None i hat 
I know of except that II legal llrill hen 
bus been engaged to represent the Spokane 
minority Interest. You can fully under 
stuiiil that personally I regret having been 
obliged, la the Interests of the British 
shareholders, to adopt stringent measures, 
t'p to Tuesday night 1 was thoroughly con- 
vinced thai those who hud not guaranteed 
the transfer of their interests to us were, 
ut the same time, quite sutislled to allow 
the B, A. C. to coat rid the Le Hoi. 1 have 
assurances from leading members of the 
minority that Ihls was their feeling and 
desire, and knowing that live trustees out 
of the nine were absolutely friendly, It was 
quite natural that the refusal of the chair- 
man to put a motion which wns In our In- 
terests, should be nccepted as'iin opposing 
declaration. There was no possible course 
left open to us save and except to Invoke 
judicial action. It > stands to reason that 
ns we hold our option guaranteeing us con- 
trol of the Le Hoi this should have been 
sufficient to ussiire the minority that we 
had no motives detrimental to them and 
would adopt no policy Injurious to the pro- 
perty. It may be, of course, that while 
Seuntor Turner nnd his friends and the 
It. A. C. were, and are, on friendly terms, 
some 'rake-on" gentlemen looking for Un- 
usual commission, have brought about this 
unfortunate misunderstanding." 

"Will the output of the mine proceed as 
usual V" 

Mr. Macintosh replied: "Mr. Carlvle Is 
receiver and must net under bis jurisdic- 
tion. From a legal standpoint the question 
will naturally arise whether he, as receiver, 
lias power to slilj) ore from the Le Roi 
mine to a foreign country, thereby placing 
the pro< Is thereof at the mercy of-n for- 
eign Judicial district.

THE POPE AND ITALY. 

His Holiness Protests Against the? Sup- 
pression of Catholic Journals 
During Insurrection. 

Rome, Aug. S. — The Pope has issued 
an encyclical protesting against the sup- 
pression of Catholic journals during the 
recent insurrection, which it. declares "il- 
legal, contrary to Christianity, especial- 
ly directed against the papacy, und cal- 
culated to embitter religious conflict, so 
prejudicial in Italy, and to remove a 
conservative force against socialism and 
anarchy. Nevertheless, the Catholics, 
though opposed to all rebellion, will not 
niter their policy either for threats or 
violence. They will submit to the ex- 
isting state of things though they will 
never support it." 

SOLDIERS' PITIFUL CASE. 

A Spanish Countess Appeals for Relief 
for Those Sick in the Hospitals. 

London, Aug. S. — Countess do Casa 
Valencia, wife of the former Spanish 
ambassador to Great Britain, appeals 
through the London papers for contribu- 
tions to her for funds for Spanish sick 
and wounded. She says: "An official des- 
patch from Madrid, received this even- 
ing gives details of the alarming increase 
of suffering caused by the war. There 
are many thousands lying in hospitals ut 
Sun Sebastian. Las Pnlmas, Santiago 
de Cuba nnd Guantanamo without ban- 
dago or lint, or even beds to sleep on, 
owing to inadequate funds, nnd there 
are many widows and orphans who arc 
in most urgent need of relief."* 



DAKOTA CITY BURNED. 

A Fire of Unknown Origin Makes Bismarck 
a Ruin. 

Bismarck, N.D., Aug. 0.— Fire destroyed 
the best part of the city of Bismarck lust 
evening, licking up hundreds of thousands 
of dollars' worth of property. The flames 
originated In the agent's office of the 
Northern Pacific depot. Almost before 
they were discovered the entire building 
nnd the Immense warehouse of the com- 
panv were In Humes. Oils und powder con- 
tributed to the Duel, and before the Humes 
could be checked they had spread to n 
block of brick buildings across the street, 
destroying the Tribune office, Hart's hard- 
ware store und the entire row of buildings, 
The flames then leaped down the street to 
tne magnificent First National Bunk build- 
ing, which melted awny in the few min- 
utes. All wires .were burned out, the 
Western Union being one of the first to go. 
Over sixty stores and big offices are gone, 
The origin of the tire Is unknown.

stewards for Perseverance in 
Developing llossland's 
Mines. 



A Few of the Many Fortunes 
Which Are Awaiting the 
Faithful. 



Itosslund, Auk. 0. — Never in its history 
•were Rossland's prospects half so bright 
us now. On every side is an air of 
good times, of immistukcable prosperity, 
and the real estate agent aud mining 
broker is beaming, smiling, happy. The 
depression and gloom that followed Koss- 
lund's first boom, is a thing of the past, 
aud the wave of prosperity has appar- 
ently come to stay. 

The first cause for all this is the Brit- 
ish American Corporation; next are the 
operations of the syndicate headed by 
Ctaas. Hosmcr and John W. Maekay. 
It is a curious coincidence that John 
Maekay should tiud liitaself the owner 
of a rich gold mine in British Columbia, 
and that that mine should be called the 
"Virginia." A generation ago, John 
Maekay was plying the pick and shovel 
aud working like any other miner in 
Virginia City. He was a good and in- 
dustrious workman and a prudent if not 
a parsimonious citizen. Then came the 
linding of the great Bonanza, Mackay's 
association with Jim Fair, and the real- 
ization of colossal wealth. The poor 
Irish immigrant of the past generation, 
has in this become one ol the great fin- 
ancial kings of the world. To Maekay, 
Virginia was a talisinanic name; it had 
done for him more than the wildest 
llights of romantic fancy could picture; 
it made him a power in the councils of 
the nation, and it cast around him and 
his brilliancy or rather a glamour, which, 
to the vulgar mind, differs little from 
true greatness and fame. 

And thirty years after the wonders of 
Virginia City, the same John Maekay 
stumbles on a great gold mine in Uoss- 
land. I suv stumbled, for it was all 
luck. It was no foresight. The Virginia 
was bought four years ago by Clark aud 
Finch and Campbell of Spokane. They 
purchased the War Eagle, the Iron 
Mask, the Virginia and the l'oonnan 
for $15,000. They mined the War Eagle, 
took large profits out of it, and suddenly 
grew scared of Ilossland and the War 
Eagle and Bold out in a panic. They 
sold their stock in the Virginia for 12% 
cents a share, their stock in the Iron 
Mask for 'Z'l cents, and their stock in 
the noorman for 6 cents. The War 
Eagle they sold for $1.50, that is less 
than Vt <>t its Present selling price, for 
the capital of the old company was only 
$500,000. 

This crowd and their associates were 
all old miners. The Clarks worked 111 
Virginia City in the bonanza days. They 
worked long years under Marcus Daly, 
but two years ago they quit Ilossland 
in despair, as eager to escape from it 
with their belongings as pirates from a 
scuttled ship. And what was worse, 
those fellows told from New York to 
San Francisco that they had scuttled the 
Hossland camp before they left it. They 
sold Poornmn, War Eagle, Iron Mask 
and Virginia for less than a million; the 
properties arc worth $10,000,000 now. 
In other wor.ls, the Virginia looks as 
if it were going to be greater than the 
I A3 Hoi or AVar Eagle, and the Iron 
Mask were it not for legal complica- 
tions,' would be as great a favorite as 
cither. Of course, there is very Utt e 
ore yet exposed in the Virginia, but it 
lias 'just now the finest ore body ever 
discovered in the Hossland camp. 11ns 
ore body is fifteen feet wide and aver- 
ages £(J8 per ton. 

It was little wonder two years ago. 
when the Clarks scuttled out of Ross- 
land, and gave the camp a black eye to 
■cover up their own folly in qutting the 
richest gold mining camp ever yet dis- 
covered on the American continent, that 
times would be dull. And they . were. 
Kossland became a nest of Palmists. 
Moss Thompson, the founder of the city, 
Manager Fraser of the Bank of Mon- 
tre and George Vt under of the Mac- 
iay-Hosraer Syndicate, were among the 
Jew Who still believed in Ilossland s fu- 
ture greatness. They saw work shut 
down "on fifty good f ospects .and min- 
ing companies going into debt and 1 dlffl 
cutty through utter inability to sell 
n'isury stock for development purposes 
»ut they did not «^%.JM™«« 
Mackintosh, of the Nor.Ol West lerri 
Tones • veritable tenderfoot in min- 
ing, had visited the camp in lt » 
.lavs. He smoked the pipe of peace m 
the miner's cabin, and he absorbed the 
gossip of those Old fellows who had i - 
id for thirty years all over the conthv 
out, and he concluded that in those 
Ilossland hills were the richest store- 
houses of gold in all the world. 

This was an extraordinary conclusion 
for a tenderfoot to come to at the very 
time when the Clarks were abandoning 
Ilossland with th« eagerness that a 
shlpwtecked crew would a sinking ship. 
And yet Governor Mackintosh was right. 
He louglit the Oreat Western for a 
fraction of what it. was worth! he 
bouBBt the West bo Kol and Josle for 
yiSO.OuO aad the Number One for $170,- 
000, and both are mines that, will rival 
the War Eagle, the Lis Roi, the Vir- 
ginia and the great. Centre Star. In 
fact. Goveilior Mackintosh has acquis* 
cd for his associates the greatest, min- 
ing property so far known on this con- 
tinent. Other sections of this camp may 
surpass the area owned by the British 
American Corporation as gold producers, 
but so fur as we know, that corporation 
has the cream. While writing thus, old 
aniners will tell you that the Centre 



Star is a greater mine than the Le 
Itoi and that the Deer Bark will yet 
produce more fcold than the Le Itoi and 
War Eagle. What I want to hapress 
on those interested in Kossland mines 
is this — every promise made for Bossland 
is borne out by development. There is 
not a single piece of mining ground in 
this camp that has not amply repaid 
development. That mining ground which 
was practically abandoned by old ex- 
perienced mining men lias turned out to 
be wortli millions, and proved that all 
that is needed is time, patience and 
money, to make Bossland a greater gold 
producer than Johannesburg. There are 
lots of claims just as good as the Vir- 
ginia or the Monte Ohristo or the Num- 
ber One right here in this camp, in a 
plight little differing from the shattered 
ships of Cervera's squadron. There is 
the Bossland and Bed Mountain, ut- 
terly neglected because the management 
have their hands full with momentous 
transactions elsewhere. There is the 
Evening Star, neglected, forlorn, barren, 
because of an everlasting quarrel be- 
tween some of the owners. Vet the Ev- 
ening Star will some day make a mine; 
the Lee, Honiestnke, Gopher, Maid of 
Erin, and View are all idle for want of 
money, and these are among the great 
prospects of the camp. Since the re- 
organization of the Nest Egg, and its 
amalgamation with the Firefly, not a 
single share of treasury stock could be 
sold, and yet the Nest Egg will some 
day prove one of Rossland's greatest 
mines. Mr. Drewry, of Sunset No. 2, 
tells me that be is sloping out rich ship- 
ping ore, close to Nest Egg ground, and 
that unquestionably the Nest Egg will 
prove just as good a mine as the Sunset. 
The promoters of the Nest Egg never 
lost faith, and one of them pat. $0,000 
of his own money into the stock. Palo 
Alto, California, Commander, tiraud 
Prize, are all in like plight with the 
Nest Egg. They cannot finance, and 
they may lay there until some tenderfoot 
like Governor Mackintosh or Hosmer, 
conies along, buys them for a fraction 
of their value and makes vast fortunes 
out of them. 

I am not, of course, unmindful of the 
fact that there was plenty wildcat min- 
ing here two years ago. But I am not 
dealing witli wildcats. 1 am simply 
pointing out the moral taught by the 
Virginia, by the Monte Cristo. by the 
Number One and the West Le Boi and 
by the War Eagle. The faint iiearted 
who fail to put up money to develop 
those Bossland prospects will lose a 
great fortune thereby. The Nest Egg 
stockholders and the Palo Alto stock- 
holders and the California stockholders 
and the Commander stockholders will 
sell out for 10 or 15 cents a share, and 
a year later the same stock will be sell- 
ing for a dollar. The old Monte Cristo 
crowd sold out for 7 ceuts on a capital 
of $1,000,000. The present capital is 
$2,5(10,0(10 and the stock is 35 cents. 
In other words, it has advanced 12% 
times in a year. 

The .Tosie is another aud probably the 
greatest surprise of the Bossland camp, 
The old stockholders lost faith or cour- 
age or could not raise money to develop 
it. Governor Mackintosh bought it for 
his people, and under the management 
of Mr. Carlyle an ore body has been 
opened up that makes the Josie a rival 
of the War Eagle. It has an ore body 
lti feet wide that will average $50 a 
ton. This is not the entire width, 
but it has been explored to that ex- 
tent. In the Le Boi they have 40 feet 
wide of solid ore on the 700 foot level 
and the Le Boi to-day is one of the 
phenomenal mines of the country. 

The Deer Bark was once abandoned by 
the same Clark and Finch who sold out 
eagerly from the Virginia, and Iron 
Mask and the War Eagle. They ex 
plored it with a shaft 50 feet deep and 
could only get a trace of gold in their 
workings and they threw it up. At a 
depth of 200 feet you can now see tin 
finest ore in the Bossland camp and the 
Deer Bark is really one of its wonders 

The truth is, the blunders of the past 
were due to lack of capital as much as 
to lnck of cournge. It is more difficult 
to develop a gold mine without adequate 
capital than to build castles of sand. 
The mines that pay from the grass roots 
are rarer than black swans. It was 
thought at one time that the Giant was 
such a mine, but it did not pay and it lay 
idle for three years. Recently capital 
has taken hold and the Giant is looking 
as if it would make another Le Boi. 
Four miles to the south of Bossland 
is the Victory-Triumph and the Velv 
I do not know what to make of the Vel- 
vet, but the Victory-Triumph is going 
to make a fabulously rich mine. The 
men handling those properties are put 
ting up big money to develop them, 
and they will reap a rich reward. 

Before I close this letter, should call 
attention to the fact that Bossland will 
soon have direct communication with 
two transcontinental railroads, the Can 
ad inn Pacific and the Great Northern: 
that .«5.000.00() is being expended on 
railroad construction which will make 
Bossland the mining metropolis of Brit- 
ish Columbia. That with these railroads 
and the marvellous development of her 
mines, Bossland should be a city of 20, 
000 in three years, and that unless nil 
signs fail this city of the Rockies will 
attract more attention in the coniin; 
decade than did Virginia City in its hey 
dey is not to be wondered at.

I am 
Informed that when the corporation of Van- 
couver decided tint a certain street shall 
lie permanently Improved the property-own- 
ers have no power to prevent the work be- 
ing done, and they have to bear all the 
cost, whereas in projected Improvements In 
our city the property-owners are only ask- 
ed to pay two-thirds of the cost.

The Bight lion. Parrer Herschell, first 
Lord of the name, arrived in Victoria last 
evening and was met at the Charmer's 
dock by several of the representative 
members of the Law Society, who ex- 
tended cordial and hearty greeting to the 
distinguished Briton. There was no 
formality about the reception, which in- 
deed was limited to a little handshaking 
and expressions of the hope that His 
Lordship had had a pleasant journey 
westward. Afterwards, the honored 
guest dined at the Driard and devoted 
himself to the task of recuperating from 
the fatigue of his just completed trip, 
ill view of the fact that he on this oc- 
casion comes to Canada in the capacity 
of an Imperial commissioner, there will 
bo no formal interviews had with him 
by the Board of Trade or other kindred 
bodies; although President G. A. Kirk 
will to-day cull, for the purpose of plac- 
ing at Lord 11 orsch ell's disposal informa- 
tion on any subjects of special local con- 
cern with which be may desire to fam- 
iliarize himself. In the evening Lord 
Herschell will be the guest of the Law 
Society at a banquet to be given tit the 
Mount Baker hotel, Oak Bay, the gath- 
ering promising to he unusually large 
and representative of the legal profes- 
sion in British Columbia. All arrange- 
ments for this event were perfected and 
the invitations issued yesterday, recip- 
ients of the latter being asked to par- 
don the shortness of the time, in view 
of the peculiar circumstances of the case 
making the earlier issue of cards an im- 
possibility. 

In the choice of Lord Herschell as 
British representative on the Quebec 
commission, the Imperial governniet t has 
paid a high compliment to Canada. Lord 
Herschell is a gentleman of wide attain- 
ments in the Mother Country, and emi- 
nently qualified for the post. He has 
taken a very important part in the de- 
liberations of the judicial committee of 
the Privy Council within recent years 
and delivered the judgment upon the 
reference in the inland fisheries disputes, 
as between the Dominion of Canada and 
the provinces. He was twice Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain during the 
late Mr. Gladstone's administrations of 
1880 and 1892, and enjoys the fame of 
possessing one of the keenest and bus- 
iest brains among the trained legal minds 
of England. 

Lord Herschell (formerly Sir Farrer 
Herschell) was born in 1K57, and is the 
son of Rev. B. H. Herschell. He re- 
ceived his early education at the hands 
of his father and a private tutor, after- 
wards graduating at University College, 
London, and the University of Bonn, He 
was called to the Bar in 1SG0, and 
twelve years later was made a Queen's 
Counsel and a bencher of Lincoln's Inn. 
In 1873 he was appointed recorder of 
Carlisle, and in 1874 was returned to 
'parliament for Durham City, which hi' 
represented until 1S85 in the Liberal in- 
terest. In Mr. Gladstone's ministry in 
1880 he was appointed solicitor-general, 
being honored with knighthood during 
the same year. He was raised to the 
peerage six years Inter as I>ord Her- 
schell, and lit that time became Lord 
Chancellor. Always a deeply interested 
student of the Irish problem, he took a 
prominent part in the Bound Table con- 
ference on the Home Bale question, the 
first meeting of which was held at his 
house. He was unanimously selected as 
president of the roynl commission which 
enquired into the working of the Metro- 
politan Board of Works, the result of 
this commission being the obliteration of 
this board of works as the governing 
municipal body of the metropolis, and 
the substitution of the London County 
Council. On the return to power of the 
Liberals under Mr. Gladstone in 1892 he 
again became Lord Chancellor and as re- 
centlv as last year he served the Em- 
pire 'in the important capacity of British 
member of the Venezuelan-Guiana 
boundary arbitration commission. In 
188C the honorary D.C.L. degree was 
conferred upon him by the University of 
Oxford, and in .Tune. 1893, Cambridge 
University honored him with the L.L.D. 
degree, the same year seeing him made 
a G.C.B. The present is not. his tirst trip 
to Canada, as eleven years ago he visit- 
ed the Dominion. 

On the present occasion Lord Hor- 
scliell is accompanied by his son, Hon. 
B. Herschell, and by Mr. W. C. Cart- 
wright of the foreign office, who has been 
appointed secretary of the commission. 

Speaking last night of his visit Lord 
Herschell explained that he was com- 
bining business with pleasure and was 
utilizing tin: opportunity of gathering 
information ti]>on the various questions 
that are to come before the Quebec con- 
ference. Naturally he did not feel at 
liberty to discuss the conference, but 
an accidental remark showed that he 
bad already studied the various questions 
thoroughly, for on being asked if ho bad 
seen the Sealers' Memorial he replied i 
the affirmative and added in passin 
that he had previously been aware t 
the information set forth therein. If 
this may be taken as an example of Lord 
Herseholl's knowledge of the subjects to 
come before the conference Canadian in 
forests are not likely to suffer through 
his choice as a representative of the 
British side. 

Lord Herseholl's stay will be short 
for to-morrow morning he leaves for 
Vancouver and will remain a day there 
before setting out on his return to the 
East.
